FIRST mOQUOIS TREATY. 


(t Was Made B»tw««n th« Indian* 


j 
and Engliih In 1664. 


| Tiie first treaty between tbe Eujjllsb 
and tbe Iroquols was made on Sept 
24, 16t!4, and ushered In ti friendship 
that continued for more than a cen- 
tury. Tue Iroquois had been alternate- 
ly at war nnd pence for sixty years, 
and the English found their dusky al- 
lies valuable in tbe war with the 
French for Nortth American suprem- 
acy. 


The treaty with the Iroquois wag one 


of the first official nets of tbe English 
governor, who earlier in the same 
month bad taken over tbe Dutch pos- 
sessions and changed the name of New 
Amsterdam to New York and that of 
Fort Orange to Albany. In 1603 and 
again three years lutcr tbe French in- 
vaded the Iroquois country, and the 
redskins lost hulf of their warriors, 
lit 1713 tbe French gave up all claim 
to I lie froqnois. nnd peace reigned for 
a time, but in 1755 tbe warriors Joined 
the English in the war for tbe conquest 
of Canada. 


When the American Revolution broke 


out tbe Iroquois adhered to the crown. 
At tbe conclusion of the war most of 
the Iroquois took refuge ID Canada.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.

An Off! Battle Piano. 


You cau probably find sixteen or 


eighteen empty bottles, arid 1 ,um going 
to tell you how to make a bottle piano 
on which you cau play real tunes, and 
which will give you any amount of 
fun, says u writer in Cassel's Little 
Folks. 


You will require two poles—broom 


handles will do—a couple of chairs, 
the Dottles and some- water. 


Place the two poles across the chairs 


and suspend the bottles from them, 
using pieces of string with double 
loops. If the .bottles are all the same 
size you obtain different notes by pour- 
ing water into them: the more water 
you pour into a bottle, tile lower the 
note will be. But if the bottles are of 
different shapes—and there is no rea- 
son why you should not bang up all 
the empty bottles you can lay your 
hands on—upon striking them with a 
stick you will find that each bottle 
gives forth a different note and can be 
tuned by- pouring in a little or a lot of 
water, according to the note required. 
If the bottles are all alike you will 
pour a little water in the Srst bottle, 
a little more in the second, still nioreiii 
the third and so on nnlil the eighth 
is almost full. On the second pole you 
can get in the sharps and flats, and if 
you wish you can add a third pole aud 
go an octave higher by using smaller 
bottles. 


For playing the bottle piano use a 


wooden stick or cane; for quick tunes, 
use two sticks, one in each hand, and 
for still faster work, two performers 
are required, one on each side of the 
piano.

FIRST mOQUOIS TREATY. 


(t Was Made B»tw««n th« Indian* 


j 
and Engliih In 1664. 


| Tiie first treaty between tbe Eujjllsb 
and tbe Iroquols was made on Sept 
24, 16t!4, and ushered In ti friendship 
that continued for more than a cen- 
tury. Tue Iroquois had been alternate- 
ly at war nnd pence for sixty years, 
and the English found their dusky al- 
lies valuable in tbe war with the 
French for Nortth American suprem- 
acy. 


The treaty with the Iroquois wag one 


of the first official nets of tbe English 
governor, who earlier in the same 
month bad taken over tbe Dutch pos- 
sessions and changed the name of New 
Amsterdam to New York and that of 
Fort Orange to Albany. In 1603 and 
again three years lutcr tbe French in- 
vaded the Iroquois country, and the 
redskins lost hulf of their warriors, 
lit 1713 tbe French gave up all claim 
to I lie froqnois. nnd peace reigned for 
a time, but in 1755 tbe warriors Joined 
the English in the war for tbe conquest 
of Canada. 


When the American Revolution broke 


out tbe Iroquois adhered to the crown. 
At tbe conclusion of the war most of 
the Iroquois took refuge ID Canada.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.

An Off! Battle Piano. 


You cau probably find sixteen or 


eighteen empty bottles, arid 1 ,um going 
to tell you how to make a bottle piano 
on which you cau play real tunes, and 
which will give you any amount of 
fun, says u writer in Cassel's Little 
Folks. 


You will require two poles—broom 


handles will do—a couple of chairs, 
the Dottles and some- water. 


Place the two poles across the chairs 


and suspend the bottles from them, 
using pieces of string with double 
loops. If the .bottles are all the same 
size you obtain different notes by pour- 
ing water into them: the more water 
you pour into a bottle, tile lower the 
note will be. But if the bottles are of 
different shapes—and there is no rea- 
son why you should not bang up all 
the empty bottles you can lay your 
hands on—upon striking them with a 
stick you will find that each bottle 
gives forth a different note and can be 
tuned by- pouring in a little or a lot of 
water, according to the note required. 
If the bottles are all alike you will 
pour a little water in the Srst bottle, 
a little more in the second, still nioreiii 
the third and so on nnlil the eighth 
is almost full. On the second pole you 
can get in the sharps and flats, and if 
you wish you can add a third pole aud 
go an octave higher by using smaller 
bottles. 


For playing the bottle piano use a 


wooden stick or cane; for quick tunes, 
use two sticks, one in each hand, and 
for still faster work, two performers 
are required, one on each side of the 
piano.
